of the buildings. The camp included a four-story 
headquarters building, occupied by the Polish 
guard detail. A branch camp of about 12 cantonment 
buildings, occupied by German civilian internees, 
was near the main camp.

Five to ten Soviet officers and some Soviet HCOs* 
who were frequently exchanged* have been stationed 
in the B'estfalenhof Camp since 194?, The Soviets 
selected the maneuver area and planned and 
directed the maneuvers* according to Polish 
guards.

The camp also included 
a large cantonment. As the barracks have not been 
mentioned* they probably were destroyed during the 
war* 

*+ Although previous reports on the Gross Born troop 
training grounds referred only to Soviet troops* 
it is considered credible that Camp Westfalenhof 
may have been placed at the disposal of Polish 
troops for maneuvers. 
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
